AN ACT to exemnt from taxation highway bridges across the
St. Croix and Mississippi rivers.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assemdly, do enact as follows:

Bridges exempt from taxation, location of. Srctron 1. So
much of anv brideeé across the St. Croix or Mississippi rivers,
together with the necessary highwavs and approaches thereto
as lies in this state and is oven to the general public for high-
way purposes, whether toll be charged thereon or not, owned ex-
elnsivelv bv anv county, city, village or town in this state or in
the state of Minnesota. or owned jointlv hv any countv, eity,
village or town, together with anv other countv, city, village or
town in either of said states, shall he exempt from taxation.
